“HONG KONG HEALTH 


{To Tho Editor, “Bunday Herald") 


Sir, — Further -to the various 
letters which have appeared in the 
local papers on the above question 
may J. offer some suggestions, 
taken from other modern towns, 
which may be of use here, so that 
this Colony may be brought upto- 
date with the remaindor of the 
world, and the visitation of sud- 
den death dealing epidemics kept 
away. . 

‘1. Watering Of Streets 

This should be one of tho first 
and most important items to re- 
ceive attention. 

There is no other town in more 
need of this than Hong Kong. 

There is plenty of water obtain- 
able from the various nullahs and 
springs all over the Island and 
Kowloon mainland. Proper re- 
servoira could bo built to collect 
this water at certain points, and 
from these pipe lines run to strate- 
gical points along the main roads 
where watercarts could fill up. In 
this way both the higher and low- 
er levela could be dealt with in a 
very efficient. manner. In places 
where ‘watercarts ‘cannot travel 
the pipe ling would be sufficient,

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Causes And Pretexts 


“wars arise on small pretexts, but not from small causes.” 
: How often is the writer who quotes such an ancient. saw 
from the venerable Aristotle deemed a mere pedant. Yet noth- 
ing ie more quaintly interesting than to observe how the wisdom 
of the ancients, who were able to watch conduct on a smaller 
stage with clearer cyes, is illustrated by events that occur in 


conditions that they could never have dreamed of. The con- 


stant factor is human nature. - : 


The last week has seen a series of incidents that under 
different circumstances even a few short years ago must have 
meant war.” Ships firing across the bows of ships with which 
they had no right whatever to interfere, cruisers hastening to 
the scene to see that the incident is not repeated, troops landed 
in friendly territory and subsequently fighting troops of a 
friendly power on neutral ground. It must all be a nightmare 
to men who have believed that the scanty rules of international 
law would be extended by conferences of peaceable statesmen 
who would anticipate the chances of conflict and_ provide a 
means of extracting the element of danger. We-have consist- 
ently taken the view that the only thing to do was to give up 
hoping that under the welter of nervous excitability any rational 
plan of action could be discovered, or that from it any..scheme 
of progressive rationality could be expected to emerge. Ques- 
tions that used to be dealt with by men of special education and 
years of experience are being decided by men who have neither, 
and: who must find their narrow path of wisdom by falling into 
all the pits on cither side. In the meantime all that we can do 
is to watch events and try to see what principles can. be extract- 
ed and what glints of hope are left not overclouded by the mists 
of passion and folly. 


The first point that may be obvious if we take time to 
perpend the recent cables is that the rules of international law, 
such as the three mile limit of territorial waters and the freedom 
of navigation beyond it not only survive but are appealed to by 
all parties for the good reason that even the most furious 
partisans realise that they would be the sufferers if there were 
no rules at all. Russia recognises the Communist Government 
of Spain as a belligerent, though really belligerency is not 
applicable to the suppression of an internal rebellion. Germany 
and Italy parry that by recognising General Franco’s Govern- 
ment, and they .are quits.. Russja then lands thousands of 
troops to make sure that their friends will come’ out“on top. 
The other Powers who object'to that, Iand an equal number. 
The result is that both are losers. ‘They have spent much 


money, lost the lives of many of their subjects,.and had no’ 


decisive result to-reward them. On a long v‘ew it is clear that 
neither of the Spanish parties if put into’ power by a foreign 
nation could hope to establish and maintain control over tho 
whole of Spain. - The prinelple of non-intervention, derided by 
the hotheads a few months ago, is seen to_have unexpected 
merits. The pity is that such simple lessons have had tb bo 
learned at so high-a price. poke ht eee 


That “principle of non-intervention!” Is there not evid- 
ence that it will be extended? The United States and England 
quickly saw that intervention can no longer be defined-as a 
mere matter of old-fashioned declarations of war and formal 
alliances. Tho manufacturer who provides combatants with the 
means to continue a campaign is not neutral, and it is mere 
humbug. for a Government to profess to be neutral and to pro- 
tect its own citizens in breaches’ of neutrality. As the growth 
of air traffic makes the old naval blockade mor and more 
ineffective it will be replaced by internal control exercised by. 
prohibition of the export of war materfal on the lines of the 
recent American legialation, which includes even finance. There 
will be protests from ‘the’ profiteers, but that is the’ trend ‘of 
thought. An international blockade of the Spanish coast has. 
been proposed and is under consideration. That would be quite 
new, and in {ts Implications very radical. ‘ :

But mis- 
fortunes overtook him and he died 
in poverty in 1764.: He probably 
began his novel 10 years before 
his death, and had not tinic to 
finish it.

The greatness of a poot varics with 
the valuo of the experience communic- 
ated in his poetry. Such value de- 
pends on the quality and quantity of 
the impulses which are thoreby satis- 
fled and tho greator the satisfaction 
the less the suppression or inhibition. 

With ench suppression or inhibition 
there ensucs.a corresponding waste in 
the experience. 


The greatest waste occurs in tho 
cases of the individual who is hag- 
ridden by his vices or virtues, the de- 
bauchee and the victlm of conscience 
who has deprived himself of all real 
pleasures of existence ond persons 
who are guilty.of unfair or aggres- 
sive behaviour, and preoccupied with 
self-regurding interests to the exclu- 
sion of due sensitivencss to the reci- 
procal claims of human intercourse. 

In all theso cases there is a twirt: 
ing of impulses which defles organisa- 
tion with the result that the impulses 
can never be satisfied. 

Where the waste is reduced to a 
minimum the feelings und passions 
“when stirred will all act in’ their 
propor rhythm.” 

“It is for this reason that people 
whose impulses are well organised 
are capable of remaining steatly in 
moments of great distress or happi- 
ness.. This is no other than what ta 
said by Moncius of the man who is 
“nbove the power of riches and 
honours to make dissipated; of pover- 
ty end mean condltion to make 
sworve from principle, and of power 
and foree to make bend.”

A suffering of waste in mental ,ex- 
perience {fs in fact that the greatest
